The resignation by Yaoonb Pasha Artin of 
his post of Under-Secretary of State to the 
Ministry of Pablic Instraction is confirmed.

A DISTINGUISHED NONAGENARIAN. 


Lowpow, October 30. 
Lord Cranbrook is dead. (Reuter) 


The Right Hon, Gathorne Gathorne Hardy, 
Viscount Cranbrook G.0.8.1, P.C., was the 
third son of the late Mr. John Hardy, of Dan: 
atall Hal!, Staffordshire (who for many years 
represented the town of Bradford in Parlia- 
ment), snd of Isabel, danghter of Mr. Kichard 
Gathorne, of Kirkby, Lonsdale. He was born 
at Bradford, Oct. 1, 1814, and edacated at 
Shrewsbory School, and at Oriel College, 
Oxford, where he gained a second-class in 
classics, and took the degree of B.A. in 1836. 
He was called to the Bar at the Iuner Temple 
in 1840, and practised as s barrister for 
several years. Mr. Hardy unsoccessfally con 
tested Bradford in the Conservative interest in 
1847, bat was retarned to the Honse of 
Commons in 1856 as mémber for Leominster, 


which borough he continued to represent tiie? 


the celebrated Oxford election in Jaly, 186! 
when, after an exciting contest, he 3 
Mr. Gladstone by a majority of 180, this being 
the principal Conservative success at 
general election of that year. In 1858 Mr. 
Hardy was appointed Under-Secretary of 
State for the Home Department in Lord 
Derby’s second administration ; on the forma- 
tion of Lord Derby's third administration in 
Jaly, 1866, he became President of the Poor- 
Law Board; and on the resignation of Mr. 
Walpole, in May, 1867, he was nominated 
Secretary ot State for the Home Department, 
which office he held till the resignation of the 
Conservative Ministry in Dec. 1868. On the 
formation of Mr. Disraeli’sadministration in Feb. 
1874, Mr. Hardy was nominated Szcretary of 
State for War. In May, 1878, he was raised to 
the Hoase of Peers by the title of Viscount 
Granbrook, of Hemsted, in the Coanty of 
Kent ; and he assumed, by royal licence, the 
additional surname of Gathorne. In the same 
year he succeeded the Marquis of Salisbury as 
Secretary of State for India, and held that 
office until the Conservatives retired from 
office in May, 1880. In Lord Salisbary’s 
Cabinet of 1885, and again in 1986, Lord 
Cranbrook held the office of Lord President of 
the Council, and in 1892, on the resignation 
of the Government, he was created Earl of 
Cranbrook and Baron Medway of Hemsted in 
the county of Kent. He married in 1838, Jane, 
daughter of Mr.James Orr, of Holyrood House, 
co. Down. He is sacceeded in the title by his 
eldest son, the Hon. J. 8. Gathorne-Hardy, 
Lord Medway.

This the great religions month of Pan 
Islamism, hag in its varied ceremonial and 
legendary observancer,: much that brings to 
the-fore the most lively colours and pictares of 
Oriental life—scenes which are hidden during 
the-other months af the lonar calendar. It ie a 
month of spiritual rejoicing, rather than of 
penitence—a rejoicing epitomised by 4 super- 
stition which prevails both in Egypt and Tar. 
key, that the ‘Atrit, or-evil genii, are chained 
during this season. It has nothing of the dirge- 
fal abstinence of the, Latins, which follows 
Carneval, nor of the strict dietary regimen of 
the Greeks ensuant on Katheri Deuthera, still 
less of the funereal characteristics of the Yom 
Kippur of the Hebrews. On the contrary, 
socially, what with “‘iftar” parties and late 
nights, and general illuminations, it is a season 
of refreehment to the Mohamedan world in all 
ranks. 

The fast was institated by the Prophet 
in the second year of the Hejira, He him- 
self fasted during nine Ramadans. Prior to 
that’ the disciples of Mohamed fasted on 
ths 10th day of: Moharrem, in imitation 
of thie Mosaio Fast. It was daring this month 
that he retired to the grotto on Mount Hara 
to pray. The Arabs had originally a different 
name for this fast, which was called Ramadan 
on account of ita coincidence with the hottest 
season of the year; some Ulema even holding 
that the word signifies “barning,” while others 
say that it is.one of the epithets of Alleh. 

Of all cities. of the Mohamedan East, the 
Ottoman capital lends itself both by . natural 
position and the devoutness of its population 
to the most imposing celebration of this. fast. 
After a long and weary day, the Ramadan gun 


settles on the City of Many Waters, ‘every 
moeqne and public place of worsbip—from 
Imperial Suleimanieh, where they look for the 
new moon, to the poorest mejid—is ablaze 
with light—rows of oil-lamps hang like golden 
rings roond the slender finger of the minareta, 
or sospended between them. The lights so 
suspended are generally formed into a pious 
inscription; bat in the more important mosqtes 
local conditions sre symbolised, Thos at St. 
Sophia, a standard ; at the Admiralty Mosque, 
Kassim Pasha, an.anchor; and at'l'ophaneb, the

inoumbent on all Moslems, who are not, how- 
ever, obliged to go to morque, but may with 
their friende hold a service at home.

THE TOMB OF HATSHEPSUT. 


In an article in the “Manchester Guardian” 
on Mr. Theodore Davis's’ recently published 
work on ‘The Tomb of Hatshepsut”, Pro- 
fessor Flinders Petrie pays a tribute to the 
enterprise of Mr. Davie in ao speedily preparing 
the result of these disocveries at Thebes, which 
is, he says, in marked contract to the silence 
of some workers, and the slow and imperfect 
statements of Government work. The enter- 
prise of Mr. Davis in past years, as also now 
before ur, ought to shame the condact of those 
who only dig for plander to put in a museom, 
and not for scientific information.” 

Passing on the subject of the work, Professor 
Petrie says : 

The great Queen-who ruled frem 1516 to 
1481 3.C. used to be known as Hatasn; the 
sign read as “as” was then found to really have 
the sound “sheps,” and hence the name was 
“Hatshepsut,” with the feminine ending “t.” 
And in Professor Maspero’s tall-blown Coptio 
Pronunciation this becomes “HAtshopritt,” as 
rendered in this book. However the name may 
be soanded, it means the “Leader of the 
Peeresees,” a sémi-title given to the Princess 
Reval as heiress of the kingdom by Egyptian 

jaw. 

In the desolate valley of the Tombs of the 
Kings at Thebes a crambling tunnel cut in 
the rook and ranning steeply down into the 
depths had long been known, but it eeemed too 
unpromising and dangerous to repay the great 
laboor of clearing out the hard mass of chips 
which filled it. The narrow, steep pit occupied

Two important points of history are stated, 
that the Qneen was married to her brother 
Tahutmes II (p. 15), and that the restorations 
of the cartouches of ‘Tahutmes II. are dae to 
Sety I. and Ramessa I1., a8 they occur on the 
monuments where the name of the god Amen 
is similarly restored (p. 18). But it is imposs- 
ible to agrae that the regnal years of Tahutmes 
III. begin at the death of Hatshepant (p. 24), 
as he was a man at that time, and we cannot 
sappose that he would suddenly begin his 
great Syrian wars far later after 22 years of 
sole reign. There is nothing known of him 
bat association in a few ceremonials until, in 
the 22nd year, he began the cuntinoons reries 
of conquests which went on for twenty years 
withoat a pavse. On stadying the family 
bistory it eeems clear that ‘T'shutmes III. 
hegan his reign legally at the death of his 
father, T'ahotmes II. 

The period when the great obslisks were 
raired is corjectured (p. 45) to have been at 
the time cf the inundation ; bat the matter 
can be proved by the dates given, where it 
is stated that the otelisks were begun on 1

THER EBERS MEDICAL PAPYRUS. 
— 2 

An opposite, and somewhat amusing, in- 
stance of the progreas in our knowledge of 
the ancient Egyptian language is afforded by 
the apparently successfol proof that a word in 
the Ebers Medical Papyrus hitherto translated 
as “Mandragora”, really mouns Fulles’s Barth, 
The essay upon this subject is by M. Henri 
Gautier, who shows that the previous acholars 
who following the celebrated Brugsch Pasha 
rendered the word didi in the Ebers Papyrus 
Mandragora were all in error. 

It is always when mentioned in old Egyptian 
literatore said to come from Elephantine. In 
the Berlin Medical papyrug it is, mixed with 
other substances, used as an astringent. At an 
exhibition hold at Elephantine—when that site 
waa the boundary fort between Egypt and the 
Sadan - in honour of the visit of a Pharoab, 
Didi was an important article on show. Other 
texts tell as it coloured liquids red, which 
Mandragora would not do. The provfs of his 
thesis M. Gaatier, however, derives from a 
comparison of the Coptic world fora Faller, 
and for the “Fullers’ Stone,” and need not be 
dwelt upon here. 

The recognition of the word’s true signifion- 
tion shows how necessary it isto take the 
statements of even such a genius as Brageoh 
Pasha with some caution and how much room 
there is for students of the Ancient Egyptian 
langaage to improve our knowledge of the 
trae meaning of many worda long since known. 
Also once more is shown the importance of a 
complete mastery of Coptic for the study of 
the old Egyptian vocabulary. 

In this case great assistance was afforded 
by early Arabic-Coptic dictionaries and so 
Enrope is indebted to the scholars of Islam 
in the matter, as in many others.

DISPOSAL OF BUILDING SITES
